Open lef têt 



'0 Tempora, 0 Morès'' 




*' W« used 1o think that th« University was a place entirely 
■eparate from society ai a whole, where: members of the educ* 
otional ^community could feet free to hold certain' basic values 
.Inviolate. Sometimes the student coujd even allow these values 
fio verse on the absolut* and with passionate conviction hold 
dear hit truths oBd the essential quallHes which to him should 
•td'nd'.without'modtratlon no . matter wh'at. ' 

Indeod, âl .times, this Idealism would become so Intense' 
that his elders were often prompted to caution the student and 
point .'out that In time, upon contact with the outside world-ctt< 
'large, this hard-core Ideallim would be mitigated by the very 
realities ' of every-day living. Nevertheless, the student upon 
graduation,' iisually kept theso Idealisms wHh. him. It was with 
much remorse, and soul-searching that they were .later trans< 
formed somewhat and then only aiFter';they se«med' to have 
proven almost Incompatible in pure form with reality. ' Even so, 
the ideal never gave way entirely to the purely material and 
thus a small portion of the child-like quality of university goodness 
was Implanted ever so little-by-little In society. ^ 

The very virility and progress of Western civilization lies 
with the university — the seat of doing things for. their own sake, 
and everything else be damned. A university education Is un« 
doubtedly one of the really civilizing Influences in a^person's life- 
— that is, if the proper attitude is carried with a person as he 
enters the hallowed halls and only If he is prepared to reject 
the basic corruptions that are probably Inherent In the interactions, 
of men, both as Individuals and in groups. In the processes. and 
dirty business of living. 

> McGill .'seems to, bo rejecting the above-described process 
and^has reversed the procedure so that now Instead of the 
university with Its relative purity having the crucial influence on 
society, society, with Its conflicts. Its prédispositions to judge 
before the facts are known In the blind prejudices that every 
student in moments of rational and meaningful inquiry has never 
accepted. Is acting, as the norm for the university. 

Whqt else are we to conclude when, almost daily now, we 
^■havB experience of executives being selected' not on^the; basls 
of ability but rather for ulterior reasons that pay homage to a 
(system of "quotas"? How e|se are we to feel when we are 
continually confronted 'with the political double-dealing that in* 
variably must accompany this kind of philosophy — a theory 
that is based, wei are Informed by certain elements of this 
campus, on the Idea that "certain" types are. basically better 
than certain others? And if we allow.activltles'te remain solely 
In the hands of the lesser groups, we will never have the deslr* 
. able balance that Is a necessity In a cosmopolitan university; 
^thus say thé manipulators. 




Domination Of Activities 



la the two years I have spent 
at McGiU I have been closely 
associated in many phases of 
camp\iB activity with> the Jewish 
students . '■ of Uils||^Iyersity. 
Recently there lisiS'»Mn*fjnuch 
critldsin - of the domfnatlon of 
various Student Society activities 
by Jews. / 

The^ usual Implication is that- 
because a , student tielongs to a 
'certain social set, or even be- 
cause he is non-Jewish, he will 
immediately sense there is some- 
thing wrong with Jews, he will 
not join clubs run by them, or 
associate with. them. This is the 
type of racial segregation pract- 
ised by' the "better" people, the 
people who arc too dishonest to 
be honest in their dislilte. They 
' never . state . their views. They 
imply, they hedge, they talk of 
"quotas", they take refuge^n 
vague phrases, their wîioléf out- 
look is governed by the belief 
-that there is something, somehow 
"different", about i Jew.v "For 
some of this, the Jews themselves 
roust ba held responsible. For 
too long they have considered 
the word "Jew" to have some sort 
of unpleasant connotation. ' They 
feel that the word has become 
an insult Jews have contributed 
immeasurably to the heritage of 
the whole of mankind. They have 
enriched life, extended : the 
boundaries of knowledge, widen- 
ed the horizons, of wonder in 
art, music, Uterature^^and^ philo- 
sophy. No Jew^nefedl^Vtm^ 
but proud of the nanic' he carries.

Their facile 
rationalisations, their ' segrega- 
tionist views, their prejudices and 
biases will be found to be un- 
comfortable without foundation.

"My Fur Lady" is coming back 
for an encore. This year'a extra- 
ordinarily successful Red and Whi- 
te Revue will be presented again 
on .the stage of Moyse Hall short- 
ly after examinations • end this 
Spring. In response to widespread 
demand, plans are being made for 
a run during the. last two weelcs 
of May, beginning approximately 
May 22. / , 

' The Spring production has been 
undertaken as a professional ven- 
ture by producer Jaracs Domville, 
director Brian Macdonald and the 
Authors, with the sponsorship of 
the Graduates' Society, and the 
active co-operation of thé Univer- 
sity. The student cast will be re- 
tained intact as far as possible, 



on a remunerative basis. Proceeds 
of the performances will go to the 
University's Alma Mater Fund. 

• "My Fur Lady" will again be 
staged, directed and choreograph- 
ed 'by Brian Macdonald, whose 
imaginative stagecraft was an in- 
dispensable ingredient in the re- 
cent success' of -the show.. 

There.is every reason. to believe 
that an unprecedented second run 
of the Red and White Revue will 
attract a - wide public audience. 
"My Fur Lady" opened on Feb- 
ruary 7th, 1057 and was imme- 
diately greeted :wilh enthusiastic 
critical and box-office acclaim. It 
was soon apparent thKt the tradi- 
tional six-day run would be ina- 



dequate to meet the demand for 
tickets, and four additional {ler 
formances were projected. Within 
three hours of the announcehient 
the remaining seats were sold put 
It was only the inexorable ap- 
proach of examinations that m(kde 
it necessary to put "The Lady" 
on the "shelf*, temporarily at 
least. 

Critical reaction was unanimous. 
Walter O^Ieam described the pro- 
duction as ."brUUant ;> ., the book 
(Timothy Porteoui^i^nald Ma^ 
Sween/v Erik" Wang),^the music 
(James DomvUle, Gait MacDermott, 
Harry. Garber) had a professional 
touch." Sydney Johnson spoke of 
it as "a rattling good evening's 




entertainment ... it could easily 
tour Canada from coast to coast 
and leave in its wake a trail of 
appreciative audiences that need 
not necessarily be confined * to 
Iialls of learning." The response 
of certain leading figures in the 
world of theatre and entertain- 
ment, such as M. Gratlen Gelinas 
and Mr. Davidson Dunton, was no 
less en'icouraglng. By' applying past 
experience to tighten and polish 
the production,' it is. hoped that 
the revival will be even more 
successful than the first run. . 

In addition, plans are under way 
to produce a nationwide television 
presentation of "My Fur Lady" 
which should take place towards 
the end of May. . •

Psychiatric research holds pro- 
mise of benefits not only for the 
mentally 111 but for the entire com- 
munity. Foe example, research pro- 
ving the damaging eiffects of "ma- 
ternal deprivation" can be expect- 
ed to have far-reaching conséquen- 
ces in human affairs. 

Again, while the destructive ef- 
fects of excessive hostility and ag- 
gression are' now recognized, the 
causes,^ cure and prevention pose 
challenging problems for research. 
Progress in this one area would 
have wide-spread ramifications far 
beyond the psychiatric field becau- 
se hostility disrupts personal, in- 
dustriaV national and International 
relations. 

lincreasingly, business and 'gov- 
ernments are recognizing that re- 
senrch^h|eme^jtho wisest forms 
of inmtfflent^d ' that almost in- 
variably, when large sums of mo- 
ney are invested in research, large 
returns can be expected. 

Yet, Canada, spends^, only half a 
million •doUàn'^ànnually on re> 
search in mental health. The Do-

Two floors underground at Mon» 
treal's City Hall Annexe 23 men> 
tally 111 women faée a new year 
behind cell walls. ■ 

They are,lnmate;s at No, 1 Police 
Station. Each lies between two 
sheets of a hospital bed Waiting 
»for aid in her bicalc cell. 
|Tbey/;:arc allowed no visitors, 
friendsj or family. An eyewitness 
described the women . as ''white 
as sheets. They wore white night 
dresses and nothing on their feet." 

"Their stand and shiver because 
their cells are two floors under- 
ground and icy cold", Mrs, Reusing, 
president of the Montreal Council 
of Women said, yesterday. 

She was permitted to hang 
Christmas stoclcings in the 23 cells 
last week. The cells are behind 
the general woman's cell block 
where prostitutes and .vagrants 
are 'held pending their court 
appearance. 

The experience was "heartbreak- 
ing" because the women have "not 
consciously broken the . law", Mrs. 
Reusing' said. 

In June, Mrs. Reusing sent a 
6,500namc petition to Premier 
Duplessis demanding ."adequate 
■ accommodation and medical care" 
for the jailed mental cases. 



tally ill women who have _becn 
thrown into the cells because there 
is nowhere else to put them. 

The women arc Roman Catholics 
who become wards of the police 
as a result of their mental illness, 
not necessarily because they have 
committed a crime. Most have been 
detained at the request of relatives 
who, unsuccessful in having them 
confined to a proper institution, 
resort to the. police as:the,.only 
way of guarding thebr owii and 
the ill woman's safety. 



In 1050' the police often cared 
for 18 mental patients at one time.

Stirvey has shown how overcrowed 
our existing hospital accomoda- 
tion for the mentally ill, is, and 
the fact that there is practically 
no proper residential accomoda- 
tion for the mentally retarded 
(children and -adults), and for 
the senile aged: this apart from 
other aspects such as 'estlepsy. 

Even in the existing accomo- 
dation, there are so few 'psyehia- 
trically trained stafss and other 
specialized staffs that it is im- 
possible to providé and give eve- 
ryone, the treatment they, should, 
have.
